Bridgeport, Conn., July 11. — Rush- 


ing eastward 40 miles an hour, the 
Federal express on the New Haven 
railroad plunged over a 30 foot via- 
duct on the outskirts of this city ear- 
ly today, killing between 12 and 15 
persons and injuring 55, of whom 20 
will probably die. 


The wreck caught fire almost im- 


mediately and the city ure depart- 
ment ihud to be called to 
prevent 


many of the passengers being roasted 
to death in the wreckage. The train 
made up of engine, baggage car, two 
day coaches and five sleepers, 
was 


'iiore than an hour behind time and 
was running at high speed through 
the suburbs. As the engine reached 
the viaduct at State street and Pair- 
field avenue, in West Bridgeport, it 
swayed far over, and the a'ront of it 
struck the coping of the viaduct. 


The impact threw the engine 


fity, 


the rails and it crashed over into the 
streets, carrying with it all of the 
cars with the exception of the two 
rear Pullmans. 


The two day coaches were torn to 


pieces and most of the dead were la- 
ter found in these cars. 
The heavy 


Pullmans piled np on the wreckage, 
the whole forming an indescribable 
mass of born and twisted wood, iron 
and steel, which made the task of 
removing the dead and injured most 
difficult. Passengers yj the two cars 
whieh remained on the track started 
the work of rescue immediately and 
they were aided by the police and fire 
departments of this city. 


It was necessary to 
chop a hole 


through the roof of the topmost cars 
to g"et at the enjured and dead below.

Another Victory In 
the KfiiitU-. 


Washington, July n.—The Canadian 


reciprocity bill emerged unscathed last 
night from the most serious ordeal it 
has yet experienced in the Senate. The 
series of amendments offered by Sen- 
ator Cummins of Iowa, and the two of- 
fered by Senator Simmons of North 
Carolina, all seeking to increase the 
number 
of 
Canadian 
nuiiuifacUired 


articles that shall be admitted to the 
United States free of duty were voted 
down by large majorities. 


The vote in favor of the amendments 


was so small that Senator Cummins 
asked for only five roll calls, although 
he had previously announced his in- 
tention of asking for at least ten. The 
maximum vote for his tariff amend- 
ments was 14, compared to a maximum 
vote of 53 against. 


The defeat of the Cummins amend- 


ments cleared the situation in the Sen- 
ate and left the reciprocity bill much 
nearer final passage. 


Senator Cummins, after the first few 


roll calls on his amendments yester- 
day, 
expressed the conviction that it 


was the intention of the Senate not to 
change the agreement in any particu- 
lar, and that it was useless to press 
the Senate 
for 
further 
votes. 
He 


finallv allowed the remainder of 
his 


amendments to be voted on together. 


On the nroposal to put 
.flour 
and 


cereal products on the list of articles 
which the United States 
will admit 


free from Canada, Senator Cummins 
was defeated 52 to 14; on the proposal 
to put agricultural implements on this 
list he was defeated 53 to 12; on the 
proposal to put lumber on the list he 
was defeated 51 to 12. 


Other amendments voted down pro- 


posed to admit 
free from 
Canada, 


without demanding like treatment of 
American products, automobiles, iron 
ore, pig iron, coal, 
rubber, 
cotton, 


woolen, leather and silk goods. Sena- 
tor Bristow demanded a record vote 
on the rubber amendment, but enough 
Senators would not join in the de- 
mand. 


"This is a case where the full tariff 


duty is reserved for a trust controlled 
product," said Senator Bristow. 
"It 


is evident that the Senate doesn't care 
to go on record on this matter." 


The statement was published here 


that President Ta.ft has sent word to 
the Senate that he will veto such sep- 
arate schedule bills as the Senate may 
pass this session, after it passes the 
reciprocity agreement. 


The President has 
communicated 


this to some of the leading Senatois on 
the regular side. The- statement that 
he was taking this position in his talks 
with leading regulars was made by one 
of the foremost of the regular Senators.

Of Nine Hours for Women Will Com. 


pel Telegraph Companies to Re. 


place Women With Men. 


The following statement has been 


sent to all offices of the 
Western 


Union in the state by Superintendent 
I. N. Miller of Cincinnati: 


"The nine-hour law will force wo- 


men out of the telegraph service in 
Ohio, or wherever like 
laws are in 


existence. 
It is necessary for us to 


keep our offices open longer than nine 
hours a day, in order to serve 
the 


public, and in cases where wotaen are 
managers, that is impossible under the 
new law. 


"It was necessary to take this step 


as State Attorney General Hogan ha: 
given his unofficial opinion as to the 
constitutionality of the law, which is 
therefore, in effect right now." 
We 


had our first experience of what it 
must mean last Sunday. Because we 
men managers could not keep theii 
offices open, it was necessary to call 
up people for whom we had telegrams 
and advise them in that way. The or- 
dinary hours for a telegraph office are 
from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m., with an hour 
tfor luncheon. That means a ten-hour 
day, and, besides, we have 
Sunday 


hours. It is plain that it is impossible 
for us to keep within the provisions of 
the 54 hours a week prescribed by the 
new law, 
especially 
in the case of 


women managers, who will, therefore 
it seems, have to be replaced by men." 


Some of the women now working in 


Ohio will be transferred 
to other 


states, it was announced.

:elegraphers in Cincinnati frequently 
worked overtime and thereby earned 
\8 more a month.
